Mines the Only Danger. 


The vessels of the Asiatic squadron are as safe as if they 


were anchored in an American port, barring the possibility 
of an accident from running foul of a Spanish mine in Man- 
ila harbor that may have been overlooked. 
This is barely a 


possibility however, as the greatest precautions against such 
a-mishap have been taken. 
There is no Spanish fleet in the 


vicinity of the Philippines save the battered remnants of the 
squadron so severely treated by Dewey last we«.k, and these 
are more interested in seeking a place of safety than in ef- 
forts to meet again the formidable foe that gave them such a 
drubbing. 


Dewey's only danger is the exhaustion of his coal sup- 


ply. 
He has

Colon nnd Maria Teresa of tho 
Spanish fleet, ho will form a Junction 
with tho Oregon and tho Marietta, and 
return to Porto Hlcp. It Is tho hope of 
the officials of the navy department 
Umt Admiral Sampson will meet tho 
Spaniards.
